The response does not include a proper response to the requirement for an election of species. 

The response filed 2/6/07 elects species B of the listed species A and B. However, as reiterated in applicants' response, the election of 
species requirement required an election of a member fi-om species A ( expression levels, gene polymorphisms, copy numbers, 
presence of a pathogen, disease condition) and a member fi*om species B (disease, presence of pathogen, genetic deficiency) not an 
election of species A or B 

Since the response appears to be bona fide, but through an apparent oversight or inadvertence failed to provide a complete response, 
applicant is required to complete the response within a time limit of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date 
of this letter, whichever is longer, or as extended as follows.
